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'Loss of faith' in town council 
after car park toilets decision 
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ANGRY residents say they were “stitched up” by the 
council after plans were pushed through to relocate town 
centre toilets in South Street car park. 

Bridport Town Council has been accused of having a 
“hidden agenda” after councillors and officials showed 
up in force to speak in favour of the controversial plan¬ 
ning application. 

Original plans to build a toilet block in the centre of the 
car park were turned down last year after strong opposi¬ 
tion from residents. 

West Dorset District Council cited its “utilitarian de¬ 
sign”, the effect it would have on nearby residents, the 
safety issue of having the toilets located in the centre of 
the car park and the “unacceptable” loss of eight car park¬ 
ing spaces as the reasons for refusal. 

The latest plans show a change of design and the toilet 
block being erected at the entrance to the car park but 
there will still be a loss of seven car park spaces. Nearby

residents still feel that many of the reasons for the origi¬ 
nal refusal still apply. 

Resident Ken Smith, who lives in neighbouring South 
Island Mews said: “All that’s happened is they have 
changed the location but I personally think it is in a more 
dangerous position in terms of pedestrians and vehicles. 

“I wasn’t surprised to see it approved because the town 
council have been pushing for this for so long. I don’t 
like to say it was a stitch up but the fact that there were 
five town council representatives there in favour of the 
move made it feel like that. There was a lot of lobbying 
going on and it wasn’t really thought through in terms of 
the local plan. 

“Hopefully there won’t be any accidents or anti-social be¬ 
haviour but if there is then they will have to answer for it.”

Amberley Carter, who also lives at South Island Mews 
with her young family, said: “We are absolutely devas¬ 
tated, we don’t understand and we think it’s ludicrous 
when there are alternatives which should have been ex¬ 
plored. It would be far more logical from a residents’ and 
a tourists’ point of view to put this elsewhere but obvi¬ 
ously not from the town council’s point of view. We think 
there is a hidden agenda. 

“Why couldn’t they provide sufficient toilet facilities in 
a £1.5million lottery-funded refurbishment of the town 
hall where they are going to put the tourist information 
centre? 

“We’ve lost faith in the town council, they are supposed 
to represent the Bridport residents not just tourism and I 
feel we are being sold short really.” 

At the planning meeting last week Bridport Town Coun¬ 
cil were represented by three councillors, the town clerk 
and the town surveyor.

A former Woodroffe School pupil, Murray, 26, 
went on to study business and accounting at 
Exeter University before starting an advertis¬ 
ing sales and marketing business for five major 
windsurfing brands. 

He now runs Boylos with his partner Ellie 
Boyle, and lives just outside Lyme Regis. 


■WHAT made you open the Boylos shop after run¬ 
ning it online for two years? 

I used to windsurf in Lyme Regis when I was younger 
and there was no one to offer me help and encourage¬ 
ment, or no where to get any advice. I really wanted to 
encourage more young people to take part in the sport - 
that’s where it came from. 

■ IS Lyme Regis a good place for water sports? 

It’s no Hawaii but it’s amazing for windsurfing. There 
is a good surf scene along the coast and it’s obviously 
great for kayaking and sailing, for which there’s the sail¬ 
ing club. Paddle boarding, when you stand on a board 
and paddle along the sea, seems to be the new thing to 
do as well. 

■ WHICH water sports do you enjoy? 

Windsurfing is the main one for me. I’ve taken part in 
the windsurfing pro-tours for the past few years and 
came 12th last year, and I’ve entered other competitions 
as well and travelled around Britain to do it. 

We also enjoy surfing, wakeboarding, scuba diving, 
and last year we had a boat so we did a bit of water ski¬ 
ing. Ellie likes paddle boarding at the moment but I 
think I would find it boring.

■ WHERE is the best place you've been for wind¬ 
surfing? 

St Ives Bay in Corwall in definitely my favourite place 
to go. 

■ WHAT do you think of Lyme's new seafront shel¬ 
ters?

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they present Lyme Regis the way it should be presented. 

■ WHAT do you like about working in Lyme Regis? 

I like the people and the community. Everybody is so 
friendly and pro-active, for example with Lifeboat Week 
and Regatta and Carnival Week - everybody is so hands- 
on and really gets stuck in.

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Library volunteers will soldier 
on despite'appalling'decision 


DETERMINED volun¬ 
teers at Burton Bradstock 
library have vowed to 
carry on despite being “ap¬ 
palled” by the Dorset 
County Council decision 
to withdraw its funding. 

Dorset County Council 
members voted 21 to 20 in 
favour of cutting the fund¬ 
ing to nine libraries, in¬ 
cluding Burton Bradstock, 
offering them up for com¬ 
munities to take over and 
run independently. 

The alternative proposal, 
which involved maintain¬ 
ing all 34 libraries with 
cuts shared across the 
board, lost out by a single 
vote with members claim¬ 
ing it would drastically 
weaken the library service 
and simply delay the in¬ 
evitable. 

Chairman of the Trustees 
of Burton Bradstock Li¬ 
brary, Bob Hynds, said: 
“I’m appalled by what they 
did, there was a perfectly 
viable solution that would 
have saved all 34 libraries 
but they were insistent on

“Burton Bradstock is a 
slightly unique case and to 
be honest and it won’t 
make a great deal of differ-

ence to us. We beat them 
down so they now have to 
provide books and termi¬ 
nals and we just have to 
takeover the building and 
the running costs which 
was something we had 
planned to do anyway to 
keep the building and to 
stop it from being sold off. 

“Burton will go on more 
or less as it is but for the 
other eight the timescale is 
going to make it very dif¬ 
ficult to get in volunteers 
and get them trained. I’m 
not happy about the deci¬ 
sion at all but for the resi¬ 
dents of Burton Bradstock 
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£800,000 in 2011/12, 
while maintaining an ef¬ 
fective geographical 
spread of library buildings 
in areas where they are 
most heavily used. 

The council is proposing 
to provide books, comput¬ 
ers, self-service facilities 
and staffing expertise to 
support those nine local 
communities if they want 
to take over responsibility 
for their library building. 

Campaign Group Ad Lib 
said they were “gutted to 
lose” and will now be 
fighting on behalf of the 
nine community libraries 
who have had their funding 
cut. 

“We are down but we are 
not out,” said Graham Lee, 
chairman of Ad Lib. 

“We will now fight to get 
the best deal we can for the 
libraries the council wants 
to wash its hands of. The 
main thing we will be ar¬ 
guing for is that any com¬ 
munity which takes over 
the running of its library 
from the council should 
still be covered by the 1964 
Libraries Act. 

“The council’s officers 


are telling us that, as vol¬ 
untary bodies, we would 
not get that protection, but 
we’re not buying that. We 
have no confidence that 
without the law behind us, 
Dorset County Council 
would continue to supply 
us with the books we need 
to survive.” 

Mr Lee added that Ad 
Lib would now be meeting 
with its legal advisors to 
decide how to proceed if 
any legal challenge to the 
council’s decision were 
decided on. 

Council leader Angus 
Campbell said the decision 
had not been easy. 

“We know that libraries 
are very important to many 
people, and this process 
has quite understandably 
aroused a lot of strong 
feeling,” he said. 

“We have improved the 
community offer and in¬ 
creased the number of li¬ 
braries to be retained by 
the council. 

“We must ensure that the 
library service is sustain¬ 
able into the future, and I 
believe retaining all 34 li¬ 
braries would have seri¬ 
ously damaged that 
approach - bleeding the 
service dry for a short¬ 
term fix. It would have 
greatly increased the like¬ 
lihood of having to revisit 
this subject in the next 
couple of years, and find 
even more savings. Local 
government funding has 
undergone a seismic shift, 
and we must adapt to that. 

“The approach we have 
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taken will help us maintain 
a strong service, providing 
a good spread of libraries 
across the county and mo¬ 
bile libraries to continue 
serving isolated rural 
areas. At the same time, 
we will offer extensive 
support to those communi¬ 
ties where funding will be 
withdrawn, giving them 
the chance not only to 
maintain independent li¬ 
braries but also make bet¬ 
ter use of buildings which 
are currently open for just 
a few hours each week.” 

The eight other libraries 
which will have their fund¬ 
ing cut are Charmouth, 
Chickerell, Colehill, Corfe 
Castle, Portland Underhill, 
Puddletown, Stalbridge 
and Wool. 

Talks will now take place 
with the nine affected 
communities about the 
community take-over op¬ 
tion, before the changes 
are implemented next year.

Ms Carter added: “The fact that five of 
them had to come and speak out against 
three of us is actually a backhanded 
compliment that they thought we had a 
case and they came out to make sure we 
didn’t actually pull it off.” 

Bridport Town Councillor Karl Wal¬ 
lace spoke out against the proposal. He 
said: “It was overkill by the town coun¬ 
cil and I seriously think they were con¬ 
cerned the decision wouldn’t go their 
way. There was a lot of pressure on me 
not to speak on behalf of the people I 
represent and so in the end I spoke as a 
county councillor. 

“I think it’s the wrong decision. Yes, 
we do need toilets in the town but this 
is the wrong location. You are going to 
get people coming in from South Street, 
youngsters and people on holiday who 
are less aware of the traffic, and the po¬ 
tential for an accident is high. What 


happens when there is an accident, who 
is going to take responsibility? 

“The location is wrong, public toilets 
and houses don’t go and it has already 
blighted the lives of the residents who 
live there. Questions need to be asked 
of WDDC as to why they allowed there 
to be so much representation from the 
applicants.” 

Bridport Town Council have said that 
after considering a number of possibil¬ 
ities it was agreed that South Street Car 
Park was the best possible site. 

Town council leader, Martin Ray, 
said: “The proposed location in South 
Street Car Park has always been the 
town council’s preferred site for much 
needed new town centre public toilets. 
These new facilities will be a real asset 
for the community and be welcomed 
both by local people and visitors to the 
town.”

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Thorncombe school children 
help boost local shop's trade

IN a bid to highlight the importance of keeping village 
shops open, children from Thorncombe Primary School 
have completed an exercise analysing their weekly family 
shopping list to see how much could be purchased in the 
village shop instead of supermarkets. 

The exercise showed the children how much was avail¬ 
able in their local shop but also provided valuable feedback 
as to what other items were in demand. The student with 
the most on their list that was available in Thorncombe Vil¬ 
lage Shop won a £10 voucher, with second place winning 
£6 and third winning £3. 

The students also calculated how much a round trip to 
their usual shopping town cost to see how much money 
could be saved by not using the car. The travel costs ranged 
from £6.50 up to over £11, which which was quite a shock 
for some. 

The students demonstrated their savings through pictures 
now displayed in the village shop window. 

Thorncombe Village Shop, which was bought by the local 


community and is now run by part-time staff and volun¬ 
teers, includes a cafe, free wireless interent access, a deli 
counter and Post Office, meaning it is an important facility 
for local residents but is struggling during the current eco¬ 
nomic climate. 

Volunteer Phil Gordon, who is trying to boost local trade, 
said: “The trouble is that we are just the wrong side of 
breaking even at the moment and we need to try to encour¬ 
age all our local shoppers to spend a few more pounds a 
week than they currently are. 

“If we can, through the children in the village, encourage 
a few more people to think village shop before car it could 
make all the difference. No one expects the typical family 
today to do their entire weekly shop in their village - that 
would be impossible - but a slight modification in habits is 
all we need. 

“We are always keen to hear ideas from the community 
as to what they would buy or what services they would 
use.”

S tudents facing 

yearly tuition fees of 
£9,000 may want to 
consider taking a gap year, 
or 50, when they hear 
about the latest organisa¬ 
tion making waves in 
Bridport. 

The University of the 
Third Age (U3A) is a na¬ 
tional movement that tar¬ 
gets people who have 
finished their education 
and work years and are 
now enjoying the ‘third 
age’ of their life. 

The Bridport and District 
U3A has only been run¬ 
ning for just over a year 
but already has more than 
200 members. 

Unlike your average stu¬ 
dents though, you won’t 
find U3A members living 
off lentils or protesting 
about tuition fees, as mem¬ 
bership costs just £15 for 
the year. 

For that price members 
can attend monthly meet¬ 
ings with guest speakers 
and join dozens of groups 
offering something for 
everyone from English 


Literature and Storytelling 
to Cryptic Crosswords and 
Conversational French. 

The fees are kept so low 
because the members 
themselves run the classes, 
offering their own expert¬ 
ise in return for each oth¬ 
ers. 

To get a taste of what the 
organisation was about I 
joined three different study 
groups; the first on my list 
was the musical apprecia¬ 
tion group. When I arrived 
most the members were ei¬ 
ther aware of why I was 
there or just wondering 
where I purchased my 
anti-ageing cream. 

I’d been asked to bring 
along a favourite piece of 
music to share with the 
group, part of the induc¬ 
tion process for new mem¬ 
bers. 

I played them The 
Smiths ‘Hand in Glove’, a 
few members tapped along 
but I’m not sure I con¬ 
verted anyone. 

The focus of the group 
for this week was classical 
composers and I was 


paired up to take on the 
challenge of a classical 
music quiz. 

I don’t really know my 
Beethoven from my 
Brahms but with a little 
help I managed to score a 
respectable three out of 
eight. 

I won’t be swapping 
Morrissey for Mozart just 
yet but it was an interest¬ 
ing session and clearly 
well run by member Keith 
Windsor. The group is 
sought-after as well, with 
a second class just estab¬ 
lished to cope with de¬ 
mand. 

Next up I joined the 
walking with a purpose 
group, led by Ian Ibbotson, 
for a five-mile trek around 
Little Bredy and Kingston 
Russell along the Macmil¬ 
lan Way. 

With the sun shining I 
was looking forward to 
this, until I turned up and 
was given the map. 

I can’t remember ever 
using a map to be honest; 


I thought they only existed 
in pirate stories. With a lit¬ 
tle bit of help from Ian 
though I was able to get us 
round with only the odd 
slip-up, one of which 
found us marching 
through someone’s back 
garden. 

My biggest problem as 
map-reader was trying to 
keep ahead of 90-year-old 
group member Elizabeth, 
who would have left 100m 
sprint champion Usain 
Bolt reaching for his water 
bottle on some of the 
steeper hills. 

Everyone had a chance 
to catch their breath, how¬ 
ever, as we stopped to take 
in the views over the Bride 
Valley. The rolling hills of 
Dorset once again make a 
welcome appearance in 
my column and made the 
five-mile walk more than 
worth the effort. 

My last outing was with 
the philosophy group, who 
were discussing the scien¬ 
tific ideals of philosopher 


Francis Bacon. 

I did a bit of background 
reading before I arrived 
and discovered he wasn’t 
the figurative painter Fran¬ 
cis Bacon, nor was he the 
English sea captain, Sir 
Francis Drake, and he def¬ 
initely wasn’t the 80s 
heartthrob who appeared in 
the film Footloose, Kevin 
Bacon.

Fewer pedestrians killed 
as drivers stop speeding 


LATEST road safety figures from 
the DfT show that compliance 
with 30mph urban speed limits 
continues to improve while 
pedestrian fatality levels are 
falling. 

In 1998, 69 per cent of cars 
were driven faster than the limit 
in 30mph zones in free-flow con¬ 
ditions - by 2010 this had 
dropped to 46 per cent. Those 
exceeding 40 mph in a 30mph 
limit has halved since 2003, now 
down to 16 per cent. At the same 
time, traffic levels are declining 
on all types of road - a trend ob¬ 
served from 2006 onwards. 

Pedestrian fatalities have also 
reduced significantly, down 40 
per cent since 2005 from 671 to 
405. Ninety-six per cent of 
pedestrian accidents happen on 
urban roads. 

Reducing traffic speeds and 
risk in towns has been high on 
the road safety agenda, but rural 
roads, on which drivers are still 
most likely to be killed, now re¬ 
quire even greater priority to re¬ 


duce casualties further. 

1AM director of policy and re¬ 
search Neil Greig said:"The good 
news is that drivers are not driv¬ 
ing faster on the less crowded 
roads - and more people are 
sticking to the limit in urban 
areas where there are many haz¬ 
ards. A combination of consis¬ 
tent road safety messages, new 
road layouts and police enforce¬ 
ment appears to be paying road 
safety dividends for city people. 

"However despite this positive 
effect in urban areas, road safety 
on rural roads, where the major¬ 
ity of serious accidents and fatal¬ 
ities occur, needs much more 
attention. In the UK, between 
two-thirds and three-quarters of 
fatalities occur on rural roads, yet 
driving on rural roads still isn't a 
mandatory part of the basic driv¬ 
ing test. Most young drivers get 
plenty of exposure to urban haz¬ 
ards but often their first experi¬ 
ence of a rural road comes after 
the test when they are on their 
own.This is unacceptable."

Providing it is not anything serious he will have 
a couple of weeks off before racing again. We have a race 
at Cartmel pencilled in towards the end of August, or alter¬ 
natives at Hereford and Newton Abbot that we are looking 
at." 

Tiger Breeze had a final run to impress his trainer on the 
same card, and although he jumped well and galloped to 
the finish to finish fifth after giving himself every chance in 
the musicmagpie.co.uk Novices' Handicap Hurdle, he 
couldn't stay the pace and will now go to the sales at Ascot 
next month. 

Ballygulleen made his first appearance since April after 
two disappointing races when he was pulled up, and al¬ 
though he did complete the course in the Weatherbys 
Bloodstock Insurance Handicap Chase at Worcester he was 
tailed off last of the finishers. He had jumped well in mid¬ 
division but dropped back as the race picked up six fences 
from home.
